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Dear Retirees,

We are once again pleased to 
announce our annual open enrollment 
period for our retiree health 
insurance program. It takes place 
during the full month of November.

Now is an opportunity to review 
your medical and dental plans, 
prescription coverage, and other 
benefits to determine whether they 
work for you or if you’d like to make 
some changes.

For 2023, the ASRS will offer the 
same medical and dental insurance 
plans with the same carriers we 
currently feature. There are some 
additional benefits to announce, so 
I encourage you to read through the 

Enrollment Guide.

ASRS open enrollment will be a 
passive enrollment, meaning that if 
you do not wish to make any changes 
via the online health insurance open 
enrollment application, you will be 
automatically re-enrolled in your 
current plan choices.

For plan-year 2023, our non-
Medicare plans will have the 
same offerings, coverages, and 
premiums. This is largely due to the 
ASRS managing various financial 
components of the non-Medicare 
plans.

Due to reductions in the 
Retrospective Rate Agreement 
fund, Medicare plan premiums 
will increase slightly. Medicare 
Advantage HMO will be $64 a 
month for the single plan, and the 
Medicare Advantage PPO will be 
$103 a month. The Medicare group 
plans retain the same coverages and 
copays. The programs and services 
following inpatient and skilled 

nursing facility discharges will 
continue to include home-delivered 
meals and, beginning in 2023, will 
include transportation and in-home 
personal care.

Both Medicare and non-Medicare 
plans will also feature a new gym 
membership and wellness program. 
For Medicare plans, it will be Renew 
Active, a program that replaces 
SilverSneakers. For non-Medicare 
plans, it will be the One Pass 
program. Both programs offer an 
expanded network of fitness centers 
and fitness options. Please be sure to 
read more about this change in the 
Enrollment Guide.

There are no changes to the offerings 
or premiums for the dental plans.

We are also very excited to announce 
we will feature four days of in-
person meeting opportunities this 
year. There are also a number of 
other opportunities to learn about 
the retiree health insurance features, 
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The dental benefit structures and monthly premiums remain unchanged for calendar year 2023.

The medical benefit structures and monthly premiums remain unchanged for calendar year 2023.

Beginning in 2023, the fitness program will transition from SilverSneakers® to UHC One Pass. The new UHC  
One Pass program features an expanded network of fitness centers and fitness options. For more information on the 
new fitness program benefit, see page 28 of the Enrollment Guide.

The medical benefit structure remains unchanged for both Medicare Advantage plans. However, monthly 
premiums will increase in 2023 due to a year-over-year reduction in the Retrospective Rate Agreement funds 
available for premium reduction.

Please be sure to also review the 
Enrollment Guide. There are three 
sections to the guide: one with 
information applicable to all retirees, 
including dental, one for Medicare-
eligible retirees, and another for 
non-Medicare retirees. Pay particular 
attention to the color-coding of the 

sections and pages throughout the 
Enrollment Guide, which indicate 
content that applies to either non-
Medicare retirees (blue), Medicare-
eligible retirees (red), or content that 
applies to both (purple).

The ASRS online health insurance 
application – available through your 
secure myASRS account – will allow 
you to view your current ASRS 
medical and dental elections, enroll 
in a new plan, terminate coverage, 
make changes to your plans, and 
add or remove dependents. You 
may also call us and request a paper 
enrollment application be mailed to 

you, although this is a slower process. 
Know that we are here to assist, so 
don’t hesitate to contact us.

But remember, since this is a passive 
enrollment, you only need to submit 
an application if you want to change 
your plans. Otherwise you will be 
automatically re-enrolled in your 
current plan.

Periodic pension payments may 
be subject to federal income 

tax withholding unless you elect 
not to have withholding apply. In 
the absence of an election, your 
withholding will automatically be 
calculated in the same manner as 
withholding from wages. If you do not 
wish to make an election or change a 
prior election, no action is necessary.

If you wish to make, change or revoke 
an election, ASRS retirees may do so 
by logging in to their secure myASRS 
account at AzASRS.gov. You can 
also make or revoke an election by 
completing Form W4-P, which is 
available at your local IRS office, 
library or on the IRS website at: 
IRS.gov/pub/irs-pdf/fw4p.pdf

You may revoke an election at any 
time. Your withholding election will 
remain in effect until revoked. Any 
election not to have withholding 
apply is prospective only and any 
election made after a payment is 
not an election with respect to that 
payment. 

If you elect not to have withholding 
applied to your periodic pension 
payments, or if you do not have 
enough federal income tax withheld 
from such payments, you may be 
responsible for payments of estimated 
tax. You may also incur penalties 
under the estimated tax rules if 
your withholding and estimated tax 
payments are not sufficient.  |

2022 Annual Notice to All ASRS Retirees
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Retrospective Rate Agreement 
(RRA) Funds are funds that 

have accumulated as a result of a 
contractual agreement between the 
ASRS and UnitedHealthcare, which 
requires that any revenue in excess 
of medical costs and negotiated 
expenses be returned to the ASRS. 
Funds are then used to reduce retiree 
monthly premiums. ASRS retirees 
have saved over $148 million in 
medical premiums as a result of this 
arrangement.
